$ Previous to the Relation of the late Phanatical Flor, to 
ſhew the unreaſonableneſs, as well as Impiety of the fame ; 

It will not be unneceſſary to take a ſhort Scheme of the 

Times wherein the fame happened. To which end, we 

need look no further back in our Annals, then the days 
we have lived in, nor certainly can we meet with in all the paſt Records 
of ours or any other Nations, any inſtances of Ills fo Infamouſly Notori-

even while he was aQting in that Sphere, wheaggato he had been regiy 
ly Choſen, and legally Conltiruted, till His y was forced to Int. 
poſe His Authority , -and call them to an Account for their Riotow wy 
Extravagant Proceedings, and upon a fair Tryal , and undeniable fy; 
gence, ietting forth the Cuſtoms and Uſage of Elections, He obtaine 
Judgment 'againſt ſeveral of the moſt Notorious of them, who had ten

FaCttion thought too much to be allowed, even when the whole wasat Hi

and Impardonable Rebels, were every Day Aſfkmbled, for carrying on aid

' About the beginning 'of -0oler, 1682. when the Chief of that Fat 
ous and Seditipus Tribe found thar the Magiſtrates of the Ciry was fertled 
as is betore mentioned, their Impaciency was ſuch, that they immediat)y 
Conſulted of [Riſing in an. open Rebellion, for. which , ſome of then 
thought rhemſelves ſo well prepared , that they could not fail of ata 
ing thew Ends, when ever they ſhould break into Arms.

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Upon which, there was a Meeting of ſome of the Principal of the 
Conſpiraters, to agree of the beit and readieit Methods , to Maſler His 
Majelties Guards, and Seize His Royal Ferſon ; but upon Conſideration, 
they found it neceſſary to add more Arrows to their Quiver, and Strings, 
then one, to their Bow, that if they mitt their Aim ar firit flight, the 
Second might hit their Mark, they therefore thought fit to prepare their 
Friends in the ſeveral Counties, Cities and Towns, of England, as alfo the 
diaffefted Party in Scotland, to join with them, without which any At- 
tempt in the City of London, or upon the Guards aforeſaid, appeared too 
Raſh to be undertaken, fo that the thoughts of a preſent Riſing was then 
aid afide, and they diſpoſed themſelves ro find, by a Correſpondence with 
Scotland, and the ſeveral parts of this Kingdom, how far they m:ght be 
Aſliſted by a general Inſurrection , fo that in Humane probability they 
might not fail of Succeſs, whence the Reader may Obſerve, that this was 
notan Airy Notion, or Embryo of hot Brains, but laid as deep,, and as 
deſgnedly and proportionably formed, as the Wiſdom of Man, or Coun- 
cels of Contriving Rebels, could Studiouſly Effet. 

Moreover, whulſt this firlt Deſign was framing , ſome Villains were 
likewiſe carrying on that Horrid and Execrable Plot of Ailaſſination afore- 
mentioned, of His Majeſty , and Royal Highneſs, His Deareit Brother, 
in their coming from Newmarket, and Money was depoſited for that pur- 
poſe; but by the ſhortneſs of the time, His Majeity be.ng then immedi- 
atly upon His Return, and for want of neceſſary preparations, they were 
forced to defer the Execution of it till further opportun.ty. 

It was then propoſed amongſt them, whether they ſhould Attempt the 
fame at His Majetties next going to Newmarket, in March tollow.ng 2 To 
which, an Objection was ttarted, That thofe Guards which uſually remgin 
here ſome time aſter His Majeſties Departure, would be capable ot makin 
2 great Oppoſition upon the Arrival of the News ; for wh.ch reaſon, __ 
becauſe they were not then in a readineſs, it was Agreed to be done at His 
Return thence. - The Scene where this Fatal and Execrable Wickedneſs was 
to have been perpetrared, was the Houſe of one Richard Rumbald a Malſter, 
alkd the Rye, near Hokesdor, in the County of Hertford ; and it was Re- 
folved, That Forty Perſons in Number , who were to be the Attors in 
the Tragedy, under the Command- of the ſaid Richard Rumbald, ſhould 


_ hike themſelves in or near the faid Houſe, and when His Majeſties Coach 


ſhould come over againſt them , then Three or Four to Shoot with Blun- 
Grbuſſes at the Poſtilion and Horſes, and if they ſhould miſs their Aim, 
e were to be ready in the way, whoin the Habit of Labourers, ſhould 
Turn a Cart acroſs the Paſſage, and fo ſtop the Coach ; others were ap- 
pointed to Shoot inro the Coach where His Majeſty and Royal Highneſs 
vere to be, and others to Fire upon the Guards that Attended them, . Re- 
ſolving withal, That upon the fame Day, many Lords and other Perſons 
of Quality, whom they ſuppoſed favourable to their Deſigns, ſhould be 
ivited to Dine. in Loxdon, that they might be the more ready to appear 
aongſt the Citizens, upon Arrival of the ſaid News ; the AQtors in the 
Aflaſſination having contrived their manner of kſcape, by a nearer 
Pallage then the uſual Road , by which means they hoped to get to Lox 
as ſoon as the News could be brought thither, thinking ic would nor 

be difficult, upon their perpetration ot this Abominable Fact , to poſſeſs 
tnemſelves of the Government, preſuming on the Numbers of the Difaf- 
lected, But leaſt the Blackneſs of ſuch an Aftion might deter any from 
pining with them , they prepared to Palliate the ſame, as far as they 
d, by ſome True Protoſtant Fanatical Remonſtrance or Declaration, 
which 
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which was ready to be Printed and Diſperſed in that Confuſion, tg , 
muſe the Feople ; . and leaſt the Officers of State, and the Magiſtrates 
the City, w.th the Militia thereof, and other of His Majetties 1 gy, 
Sul je' s, ſhould be able ro put ſome flop to thote Floods of Kuin and je. 
folaticn, which would hereby have inevitably overwhelmed the bets 
part ot the Nation , they Reſolved to follow this Blow with a Maſſer: 
wherein they particularly deſigned the immeciiate Slaughter of the fi 
State Off cers, the then Lord Mayor, the Sheritts, and the Magiſtracy of 
the Ciry, and all others, who had been any ways Eminent for their leg. 
dy and unbiaſt Loyalty. But here aga.n the Finger ot Almighty appeg,. 
ed in his Wondertul Providence, to Defear thele Councels, by a ſudden 
Fire at Newmarket, which neceli.tated His Mzjetlies Return thence, before 
the time he had appointed ; Happy , Miraculouſly Happy , Flames 1 
My the Aſhes you made, be Contlecrated, and the Ground, yoy hy 
waſt, the Foundation of a Temple to the Omniporent, where Songy of 
Joy and Praiſe may be Sung, to Times laſt Period, for the occaſional De. 
liverance you afforded us. Yet theſe Villains, hardned in Impiety, wer 
nor hereby diſ-ouraged from purſueing the fame Bloody Deſign, but Re. 
ſolved ro Travel forward therein, till they reach'd the outmoit ſlep to 
ſect rhe ſame ; and propoſed with themſelves, that it might be done, 
ther in His Majeſlies patling from Windſor to Hampton-Court, or in His 
then intended Journey to IWincheſter, or when He thould go by Water in 
His Barge, or under Bedford-Gard2n-Wall in Covent-Gard?n , When ke 
ſhou'd pais that way, orat the Bu{-Feaſ?, which was then ſhortly after 
intended, in Red-Lyon-Fields, they being informed, His Majeſty and Roy. 
al Highneſs would be there. And that they might Le theLetrer prepared 
w hen the occaſion ſhould offer it ſelf, by having a certain Numter of 
Arms lying always ready, for that purpoſe Arms were Leſpoke for Forty 
Men in all hatt, ( viz. ) Thirty Carbines, with-Belts and Swivels, Thi 
Caſes of Piſtols, and{Ten Blunderbuſſes, which were accordingly mz 
and paid for. II." 4 

An for their more $afie drawing their Parry together, againſt the time 
of Execution, they contrived to divide the Cities of London and Weſtmin 
fter, and the Suburbs, into Twenty-parts, trom each of which, they e- 
pected Five Hundred Men to be ready on the firit Onſet, and ſome 4g- 
tators were to give an Account of Men to be furniſhed in each Diviſion, 
and give out Orders to them, as there ſhould be occaſion. | 

And to the end, the Forces they ſhou!d Raiſe, might be the ſooner 
Modeled into the Form of an Army, there were a Hundred old Officers 
who had. been Engaged-in the late Rebellion, (thereby the better fitted for 
this, * ready in Town to take the Command of them ; in the purſuit of 
which Deſperate, Cruel and Incterate, Proje&s, they continued, till they 
knew that Diſcovery had been made thereot to His Majelly. 

. During all which time, rhe other more principal Conſpirators were not 
unemployed; bur carried'or managed their other Deſign, tor a general [ 
ſurre&tion in both; Kingdoms, and the Jate Earl of Shafr/5ary who had at 
firit preſſed them to a ſudden InſurreFion , which he would have had to 
have Leen-betore, or at leaſt; on the 17th of November, being the Ani 
vertary of/ Queen Flizabeth, when People generally gave themſelves the 
Liberty of Solemnizing'the fame in Extraordinary Crouds, and on that 
Account, \would be leſs ſuſpeed, and the ſooner Raiſed, ſent to tle reſt of 
the Confpirarors, at a Meeting appointed by them, to know their Reſolur 
tion, and.fincing them either rimorous or unprepared to Venture up 
the ſame, Conveyed himſelf, with ſome others of his Crew, ſecretly 10 
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thimd, to avoid the Danger he might be-in, by a Diſcovery, the great- 
elt piece of Policy, perhaps, that ever that faid Farl, tho a Famed 1; 
hue, ever 1N his Life was to be Eſtcemed lor ; but his thus withdraw- 
ing himſelt from rheir Councels, did not diſcourage them from purſueing

bates were managed, As whether the Riſing in this Kingdom, ſhould be 
firſt in the City of London , where, by reaſon of the vaſt Numker 
of the Diſafſetted, that might readily Unite, they might eaſily Maſter the 
Guards; or rather in ſome Remote Parts, whereby His Majetly would te 
under a neceſſity of ſending His ſaid Guards to Suppreſs them, and there- 
by the Riſing, in the faid City would become more Secure and Ettectual ; 
but at laſt'ir came to this Reſolution, as moſt convenient, That it ſhould 
bein all parts at the ſame time , leaſt the City might be Defended by 
the Militia thereof, without help of the Guards, which might be ſent for 
Suppreſſing any Inſurrection in the Countrey ; to which they all Conſent- 
ed, and Fipoled themſelves for Compaſling the faid Deſign , which was 
very near taking Effect, juſt as the ſame, by the Mercy ot the Almighty,

Who having got this Keeling to a Tavorn, began to C harge him as a Diſ-
